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<Subject of search> 

Claims 1, 5, 6 and 8 relate to medicinal compositions for treating 
cancer which contain, as the active ingredient (s) , compounds defined 
by desired properties such as "a CXCR3 inhibitor", "a CXCR3 -mediated 
signal transduction inhibitor in cancer cells", "a CXCR3 expression 
inhibitor", "a CXCR3 antagonist and an antibody against a CXCR3 ligand 
and a fragment thereof having an ant igen- binding activity", >x a CXCR3 
.antisense, siRNA and a CXCR3 expression inhibitor" and "a mutant of a 
CXCR3 ligand and a ligand-binding inhibitor". Although claims 1, 5, 6 
and 8 involve any compounds having such properties, it is recognized 
that only small parts of the claimed compounds are supported by the 
description in the meaning within PCT Article 6 and disclosed therein 
in the meaning within PCT Article 5 . 

Even though the common technical knowledge at the point of the 
application is taken into consideration, the scope of the compounds having 
the property as VN a CXCR3 inhibitor" cannot be specified. Thus, claims 
1, 5,6 and 8 do not comply with the requirement for clearness in the 
meaning within PCT Article 6 too. 

Such being the case, the search was made on the relationship between 
the inhibition of CXCR3 and the treatment for cancer. 
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
